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ABOLISH THE INTERREGNUM. 


Federal state department officials 
have let it be known that settlement of 


the questions which Jiave ariser* be­ 
tween this country and Japan will be 
deferred until the Harding adminis­ 
tration assumes control of the govern­ 
ment. 
It seems hardly necessary to 
make announcement of the fact. It is 
so obvious that the present adminis­ 
tration would make a mistake in at­ 
tempting to make final disposition of 
these questions that scarcely anybody 
can have*supposed 
that it ever con­ 
templated doing so if postponement 
were in any w ay possible. 
Undoubtedly it is a pity that a con­ 
clusion of this Japanese controversy 
has to be postponed. 
It is the sort of 
thing that is likely to get worse the 
longer it is left open. 
Yet in the cir­ 
cumstances that cannot be altogether 
avoided,
